Wasurncton, March 3.—The Senate 
met at 9:30 and immediately went 
into executive session. 

The doors were reopened at 10:15, 
when the general deficiency appropri- 
ation bill was taken up and a)l amend- 
ments agreed to in Committee of the 
Whole last night were ayreed to in 
bulk by the Senate, except as to four 
that were reserved, inciuding the 
French epolia'ion claims and Pacific 
railroad claims. 

Plumb offered an amendment ap- 
propriating $50,000 for the relief of the 
citizens of Oklahoma who were ren- 
dered destitute by the drouth, which 
was agreed to. 

Plumb desired to have an amend- 
ment offered and agreed to, distribut- 
ing among the various departments of 
the government a number of census 
office clerks. whose employment is 
about to cease, but Edmunds objected 
on the ground that it was purely a 
legislative subject and interfered with 
the or sration of the civil service rules, 
those clerks not having had to go 
through the forms of civil service ex- 
amination. 

The amendments providing pay- 
ment to the Pacific railroads were 
agreed to without division. 

The next reserved amendment is 
that for the payment of the French 
spoilation claims. Discussion was car- 
ried on at much length by Megsrs. 
Stewart, Hoar, Evarts, Sherman, Ed- 
munds, Spooner, Morrill, Daniels, 
Blair, Hale, Reagan and Hawley. 

Finally Gorman appealed to the 
Senate to stop discussion and pass the 
bill before it was too late. A voie was 
taken aod the amendment agreed to— 
yeas 41, nays 14. 

The last reserved amendment was 
that of siriking out from the House 
bill the paragraph giving one month’s 
extra pay to officers and employes of 
the Senate and House, borne on an- 
nual or session rolls. The amendment 
was disagreed to and the paragraph 
was retained. 

Faulkner moved to add to the) "para- 
graph the words ‘‘an official reporter 
of the Senate and House,’’ which was 
agreed to. 

Stewart offered an amendmeat to 
reimburse California, Oregon and Ne- 
vada for moneys expended by them in 
the suppression of the rebell.on— 
$2,451,000 to California, $225,000 to 
Oregon and $404,000 to Nevada. The 
, amendment was agreed to without 
division.

The Senat2 adopted the conference 
report on the diplomatic appropriation

The Senate confirmed the following 
nominations: W. L. Fillotson of 
Washington, Consul General to Kan- 
agare; H.C. Ide of Vermont, Land 
Commissioner at Samoa; L. H. Cle- 
well, Postmaster at Helena, Mont. 

The conferees on the Postoffice ap- 
propriation bill reached an agreement 
on the few points at issue between the 
two Houses. The Senate amendment 
increasing the appropriation for the 
foreign mail service to $500,000 to 
meet the requirements of the postal 
subsidy bill just passed, was accepted 
by the House conferees. The Senate 
amendment increasing by $100,000 the 
appropriation for the pay gf clerks in 
the Postoffice was amended so as to 
provide for an increase of $60,000 


A paragraph was inserted. directing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
settle and pay the claims of New York, 
~ Pennsylvania, Delaware, Virginia and 
the city of Baltimore on account of ad- 
yances made in the war of 1812 and 
appropriating $2,500,000 for that pur-

ment was over the amendment 
adopted by the Senate that the pro- 
vision limiting the fees of pension at- 
torneys to $2 \in cash) in cases of in- 
creaeed pension should not apply to 
existing valid contracta. 

The conference report on the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, which was 
read last night, was taken up and 
agreed to. 

The House amendments to the Sen- 
ate bill to establish certain ports of 
delivery in Alaska Territory (redacing 
the amount from $25,000 to $10, ;00) 
was conferred in. — 

The report on the copyright bill was 
presented, explained by Platt and 
agreed to. There were two points, 
however, on which no agreement was 
reached. Sherman’s amendment, al- 
lowing the importation (on payment of 
tariff duties) of foreign copies of copy- 
right books, and Ingalls’ amendment 
allowing the importation of newspa- 
prs and magazines, being satisfied 
that no copyright bill could become a 
law with those two amendments, 
Platt moved that the Senate recede 
from them. Sherman argued in 
support of his amendment and said 
without it he did not feel at liberty 
to vote for the bill. He would not 
give the publishers of the -United 
Stai2s an absolute monopoly in the 
production of any book. He would 
giveto them the privilege of a pro- 
tective duty that would secure em- 
ployment to printers and to capital as 
in the case of other products of the 
country. If tbe bill become a law 
without the amendment, he believed 
it would be the most unpopular law 
on the statue book. It was the spirit 
of monopoly and the desire for abso- 
lute prohibition that lay at the foun- 
dation of the opposition to the amend- 
ment. Hiscock, one of the conferees, 
supplemented what Platte said about 
the failure of the bill unless the Senate 
receded from those amendments by 
saying that the Senate did not recede. 
It was a matter of no consequence 
whether the bill failedor not. He 
asked Sherman what he proposed (by 
his amendment) to give authors. 
Sherman replied he proposed to give 
the exclusive right of sale of their 
books in the United States. 

Hiscovk remarked it would be an 
exclusive right when the purchasers 
could import books under the present 
law paying the duty of 25 per cent. 
He asserted no foreign author would 
avail himself of the copyright act with 
the Sherman amendment in it, be- 
cause his books would be pirated 
somewhere else and would be im- 
ported into the United States. As to 
Ingalls’ amendment, admitting newe- 
papers and periodicals, Hiscock said 
under it, the works of American 
authors could be published abroad in 
serial form and could be imported 
without even paying duty. The 
amendment struck directly at Ameri- 
can authors and took from them the 
benefit of their copyright. 

After a long discussion Platt’s mo- 
tion to recede from Sherman and In- 
galls’ amendments was divided and 
the vote taken first in receding from 
the Sherman amendment,. The mo- 
was defeated—yeas 28, nays 33. The 
amendment was retained. The Ia- 
galls amendment was retained with- 
out division, and a further conference 
was.ordered.

FRAUDULENT COINS. | 


The Use of Hiectricity in “Doctor- 
ing” Gold Pieces. 


ess of Removing Gold from Coins— 
The Immense Loss Through 
Abrasion. 


Short-weight gold coins are becom- 
ing annoyingly common, says the Phil- 
adelphia Inquirer. Bankers and others 
are frequently coming across light 
pieces. The discovery a few days ago 
of nearly $300 in light $2.50 gold pieces 
tendered in payment of custom duties 
by a prominent importer has led to the 
detection of numerous pieces short in

| weight, showing that there is in opera- 
tion a systematic scheme for robbing 
the Government by means of stealing 
metal from coins. Officers of the 
United States secret service are now 
at -work in this city endeavoring to 
trace the coins through different hands 
and find the offenders. 

The process of robbery, which is fa- 
miliarly known as ‘‘sweating” coins, 
was formerly practiced to a large ex- 
tent, but of late years few instances of 
it have come to the attention of the au- 
thorities. It is not highly profitable, 
and at best, under the old methods of 
extracting the metal, it did not afford 
much more than a living. 

From a careful examination of the 
light pieces which are now being found, 
it is evident that the thief is not doing 
his work by the old hand method of 
shaking the coins in a bag and then 
gathering the dust by means of quick- 
silver, but that he has brought into 
requisition the rapid agency of elec- 
tricity. The service of an ordinary 
galvanic battery and some cheap acid is 
all that is necessary to conduct the op- 
eration by the electric process. The 
scheme is similar to that employed in 
plating with gold by electricity. The 
coin is placed in the fluid, and attached 
to it are wires from the poles to the 
battery leading to another piece of 
metal prepared to receive, in the 
form of* plating, the metal to 
be removed from = the coin. 
‘The battery being set in motion, 
sufficient gold to form a plating is quick- 
ly transferred, and as it is removed 
uniformly from all parts of the coin the 
liability of disfigurement is reduced to 
aminimum. The only effect is to blur 
the characters slightly. 

An authority at the mint has esti- 
mated that about 50 cents’ worth of 
gold can be removed in this way from a 
$10 gold piece without exciting the sus- 
picion of thé casual observer. To the 
skilled eye of an expert, however, the 
effect is generally apparent at a glance, 
and it does not always require the 
scales to determine whether the coin is 
correct or not. In the New York sub- 
treasury there is one man, Tandy by 
name, who, by years of experience in 
the handling of coin, has become so ex- 
pert in his judgment that he can tell by 
mere touch with closed eyes whéther a 
piece is of spurious metal or whether it 
is a genuine coin that has been tam- 
pered with. In this respect he is not 
approached by any other person in the 
world. 

The electric process of stealing from 
coins is not altogether a new scheme. 
The Government officials a few years 
ago captured in Northern New York a 
band of Italians who were operating 
extensively on this plan. Few but for- 
eigners practice ‘“‘sweating’’ in this 
country. It is an institution of theft 
much more common in Europe than on 
this side of the Atlantic, and those who 
operate here are usually persons who 
have been driven from their country for 
the same reason. The enterprise does 
not yield sufficient inducement in the 
way of easy labor and large returns 
to tempt the average native-born 
swindlers, and it is mostly monopolized 
by a class content to live on little and 
hoard small savings. 

Some idea of the readiness with 
which gold can be removed from coins 
is found in the result of a series of in- 
vestigations made some years ago in the 
mint. It wasshown that $5 was lost by 
abrasion every time $1,000,000 in gold 
coin was handled. The experiments 
were conducted with bags containing 
$5,000 each, and it was shown that the 
mere lifting of the 200 bags making up 
$1,000,000 to a truck to be removed to 
another vault resulted in the loss stated, 
and that their transfer from the truck 
again made a second similar loss. 

Gold while in circulation is han- 
died less than any other medium. 
It is usually kept in the vaults of banks 
for demand rarely made, and for this 
reason the loss by abrasion is but one- 
half of 1 percent. in twenty years. In 
a $20 gold piece, the standard weight of 
which is 516 grains, the Government 
allowance for loss by abrasion is 2.58 
grains, but except in cases where the 
coins have been tampered with by 
“sweaters” the loss .rarely exceeds this 
limit. 

By an order issued some time ago by 
the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton the light $2.50 coins found the 
other day were stamped with “L,” 
indicating that they were light. 
Shortly after the late Daniel M. 
Fox was appointed superintendent 
of the mint in this city the Secretary of 
the Treasury issued a similar order. A 
stamp was procured, but protest being 
made Superintendent Fox's attention 
was called to the matter and he decided 
that he had no authority in justice to 
mutilate the property of another, so the 
stamp was put away and never used at 
the mint. Light coins finding their way 
into the custom-house will not, howev- 
ever, receive such courteous considera- 
tion. The. name of the importer who 
tendered the light $2.50 pieces has been 
withheld by the custom-house authori- 
ties with the view of facilitating the
